City and County Treasurers. 


Tho following Act, relating to the'uuties 


of City and County Treasurcis, passed at 
the recent sessioc of the Legislature, has 
become a law, having been approved by tho 
Governor : 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted, <&-., That 


vhenover money shall have been or may 
icieafter be collected by law in any city, 
xmnty or township,for any special purpose, 
rid paid into tbe bauds of the treasurer of 
ucii city, county or township, it shali bo 
unlawful for such treasurer to apply such 
.-uuh money, or any part thereof, to any 
other purpose than Umt for which said 
money shall have been o? may be collected, 
and every such misapplication shall be held 
and deemed a misdemeanor, for which suoli 
treasure^ may bo indicted and tried in tbe 
Court ot (ju.irter Sessions of the pioper 
city aud county, and upon conviction there- 
of bucb treasurer .shall be punished by fiue 
of not. less than the amount so misapplied, 
and by imprisonment in the jail of tbe 
proper city and county for not Je'ss than 
three months nor more than one year.—
